HOOKED AN OCTOPUS. 


The Luck of Three New Orleans Fisher- 
men Near Shfp Island, 

Probably it is not generally known that 
the octopus, or devil fish, frequently of a 
large size, is found on the coasts of Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. Possibly the first 
instance on record of one of these fish, and 
one of large size at that, having taken a 
hook, came within the experience of three 
residents of New Orleans a couple of years 
since. . 

Gen. Philip Buchanan, Lieut.-Col E. C. 
Fenner, and Major Harry Howard, now 
mayor of Beloxi, Miss., started from that 

lace in the yacht of Major Howard for 
Ship Island on a fishing expedition. East- 
northeast of that island, in about eight 
fathoms of water, lies the wreck of the 
stéamship Josephine, marked now by a buoy. 
Although the vessel proper has been almost 
entirely covered with sand, by careful 
sounding the location of the walking beam 
may be found. On anchoring near that 
spot a day of good fishing is assured the 
angler. ‘Che wrecked steamer has formed a 
barricr or shelter, about which the fish 
appear to gather, and at certain tides, no 
matter what other conditions may prevail, 
the abundance of fish makes it almost drud- 

ery to attend tho lines, No soonor has the 
hook reached the required depth thay it is 
seized by some large and yoracious fish, 
enerally a red snapper, which is a gallant 
fighter. 

It was in August that the fishermen absyo , 
mentioned, accompanied by two sailors, in 
a yawl, anchored over the wreck of the 
Josephine. Colonel Fenner, who has 
a predilection for taking sharks of a 
large size, had with him, os usual, an inch 
line, ten or fifteen fathoms in length, 
equipped with a hook of suitable sizo for 
sharks. This was baited with a piece of 


remained undisturbed for a long time. ‘The 
line was secured to one of the thwarts of the 
boat. The fishing was as good as usual and 
all were having good luck, when attention 
was called to the shark line, which was 
running out with groat speed. The rapidity 
of its movement indicated some fish of ex- 
coptional size, 

The five mon had hardly time to throw 
themselves to the sido of the craft opposite 
the line when tho fish, which was firmly 
hooked, bore the boat down so that the 
gunwale was aad submerged. For sey- 
oral momor és ita occupants expected that it 
would be broadside under by tho 
strain, Thoir first impulse was to cut the 
line ; but this was opposed by one or two 
of the party, who wished to see the end of 
tho adventure. 

At this junctnre the boat suddenly righted 
to an oven keel; the line slackened, and it 
was evident that the fish was moving to- 
ward them, ‘The slack of the line was 
rapidly taken in, which was barely accom- 
plished when the water became violently 
agitated, and there leaped from the surface 
a great octopus, in whose mouth the hook 
was firmly fixed. As he threw himself 
uboye the water, he darted his tentacles, 
which wore not less than ten or fifteen foot 
long, toward the boat ; then he slowly sank 
and remained for a fow moments, apparently 
motionless, as if meditatMg on a modo of 
attack. 

‘The condition of the fishowtten was now 
somowhat critical, for they were entirely 
unprovided with any weapons except a 
couple of oars with which to repel the 
attack of the monster, and yet they were 
unwilling to detach the ine from the 
thwart, Thoro was nothing to do but to 
await developments, Indeed, there was 
but little time for consultation or action, for, 
after a brief delay, the octopus again 
slowly rose to the surface where, with his 
head slightly elevated, he began beating the 
wator with his tentacles, He was ap. 
parently studying the extraordinary adver- 
sary which he had encountered. “A third 
time ho lsshpeared, and this time with a 
fierco rush, ‘The line fled over tho aide of 
the boat. with groat velocity.

The Seed Grain Swindlers. 


In the Dominion Parliament, Mr, Bur- 
dott, of East Hastings, will endeavor to 
have passed an act that will kill one of the 
cleverest swindles ever practised upon the 
Canadian farmer. Three yoars ago there 
came to the counties of Hastings and Prince 
Edward smooth tongued gentlemen who pro- 
pesed to certain selected farmers a capital 
anid easy way to make money. They said ; 
“ You buy of us now ten bushels of seed oate 
at $10 a bushel and we will enter intoa bond 
to buy of you next year 20 bushels at $10, 
and sell for you all the rest that you raise at 
$7.50 a bushel, taking 25 per cent. off for our 
commission,” Several farmers bit eagerly, 
and next year, just before harvest time, the 
agents turned up again ag they had promised, 
Going confidentially to several of their first 
farmers’ neighbors they again discoursed in 
this way: ** You see how Smith will make a 
nice sui out of his transaction with me last 
year that I can make you a similar offer 
now.’ In this way the tirst farmers’ oats 
were sold to his neighbors, and the agent 
woul find himself with a large number of 
good farmery’ notes on his hands, which he 
promptly ‘‘shaved.” In some cases these 
acoundrels came back the third year, and 
might have gone on considerably longer had 
not the press exposed the swindle. It is 
calculated that local note shavers hold asthe 
result of these negotiations at least $40,000 
in notes that the farmers of these counties 
will have to pay. Mr, Burdett’s bill, which 
is a copy of an Ohio measure, proposes to 
make it a criminal offence to sell or offer for 
sale, to buy or offer to buy, grain, seed or 
other vereals at a fictitious price, or a price 
equal to or more than twice the market 
price, for which the person found guilty of 
the offence may be imprisoned from one to 
three years or tined from $100 to $500.

boiling point, are more numerons than the 
electric wells of which I have told you, even 
exceeding in number the frozen wells, of 
which mention will be made furtheron, As 
a general thing these boiling wells are very 
deep, but cases in which heated water has 
been struck at a surprising short distance 
from the surface are not unknown. 

At Seymour, Ind., on the farm of John M. 
Held, a stream of boiling water was struck 
by workmen engaged in digging a well, 
when only seven feet from the top of the 
— ground. When- the water was caaght in 
vessels aud allowed to cool, it deposited a 
fine sand, in which a local geologist claimed 
to have found dust from both diamonds and 
rubies, 

A well on the premises of Dr. H. Lane, at 
Portland, Ore., from which water for drink- 
ing and cooking purposes had been used for 
years, in February, 1888, took a turn at giv- 
ing water which, in the doctor's language, 
was ‘‘a thousand times hotter than boiling.” 

At Ritzville, Wash., there is located a 
“hot” well, which cannot be said to be a 
boiling well, because there is nothing in it, 
except air, to boil, 

In sinking the well an immense under- 
ground cavity was penetrated, which, as 
soon as a drill was withdrawn, belched forth 
volumes of hot air equal to a volcavic erup- 
tion. Everything is withered within ten 
feet of the hole and the thickest skinned 
person cannot bear to’pass his hand over the

Bribing a Legislature. 


The passage by one branch of the North 
Dakota Legislature of bill chartering and 
legalizing a lottery in that state has attract 
od much attention in Washington official 
circles in view of advices that this action is 
in bebalf of a branch of the Louisiana Lot 
tory, against which the Postoffice Depart. 
ment and the Department of Justice have 
been waging war for years, At the White 
House it is intimated that reports have 
reached the President that persona who had 
been appointed to office or were candidates 
for appointment were promoting this legis. 
lation, and it was added that should this 
prove to be true it would likely prove fatal 
to their official prospecta, A further remark 
was: ‘It was not believed to be possible 
that the new Stute would adopt a measure 
that would put so indelible a stain upon its 
Rep RERUOriag 

ostmaster-General Wanamaker said; “It 
is a cause for great alarm when a new state 
proposes to spread this evil over a new coun: 
try and extend a species of gambling that 
ruins the young and deludes the ignorant for 
the enrichment of a few unscrupulous stock- 
holders, If this taint of legislation is to suc 
cved, Congress must be invoked to ena 
laws to suppress this iniquitous business ev-

In explanation of the above may be 
stated that the charter of the Louisiana Stute 
Lottery shortly expires and without an 
amendment to the constitution of the state 
it cannot be renewed, The profits of this 
gambling octopus are over $5,000,000 per an- 
num and it goes withont saying that uo men 
ey or effort will be spared to prolong its ex- 
istence, Measures have been taken looking 
to the necessary constitutional amendment in 
Louisiana, but finding that the schoine could 
be worked at less expense in North Dakota, 
the emissaries of Mr, Dauphin haye turved 
their energies in that direction. The new 
state is bankrupt, starting with a large de- 
ficit, and no source to draw revemie from, 
The managers of the lottery scheme offer 
$100,000 cash now, and $100,000 yearly there-

Toronto University Destroyea 
by Fire, 

One of the greatest disasters that ever be 
fel Toronto, occurred Inst Friday evening 
when the Toronto University was destroyed 
by fire, The fire commenced shortly belore 
seven o'clock, and was occasioned by the 
breaking of some lamps which were being 
carried by attendants of the University who 
were ligliting up the building in preparation 
for the annual conversazione which was to 
be held on that evening. The flames soon 
spread, and were shortly beyond control; 
and though tho fire brigade was soon on the 
apot, they were unable, on account of the 
inadequate water supply, to check the flames 
until the greater part of the fine structure 
was in rains, 

The loss can hardly be estimated,—and i 
nome respects, especially in the destruc 
of the fine library aud museum, 4a alinost ir 
reparuble, “There was an insurance of $164, 
000 on thd building, but it originally cost 
more than double that amount, and could 
not now be replaced for the same money, 

Referring to this disaster the G/obe says: 

“The public loss by the burning of the 
University buildings cannot be estimated in 
terms of moncy, » In some important respects 
tho misfortune is irreparable. Art, Liteva- 
ture and Science suffer by the destruction of 
an drchitectural pile of remarkable beauty, a 
library containing numerous books and docu- 
monts that cannot be replaced, and a museain 
rich in many uniquespecimens, It has been 
the habit of some to describe the University 
buildings as surpassed in beauty, as well as 
magnitude, by the Parliament buildings at 
Ottawa, but, io the opinion of many persons 
of taste, the foriner were far more artistic 
and pleasing, We bave heard themdescribed 
by competent judges as more satisfactory to 
the msthetic sense than any uther structure 
of the sane bature onthe Continent.

Prompt measures are, we are glad to ob 
serve, ahout to be taken to prevent the bane 
ful institution of polygamy from tuking root 
in the Northwest, Whatever reliance may 
be placed upon a recent Ottawa despatch 
which says that the Mounted Police hivese 
cured complete proof that polygamous prac 
tices exist in the Mormon colony, aud that 
there is no law in the Statute Book whereby 
the offenders can be reached, there can be 
little doubt that the danger of pulyynmous 
practices becoming established there is suf 
ficiently veal to call for the utmost vigilance 
on the part of the Government. ‘The fact, 
too, that the Minister of Justice is introduc 
ing legislation specially adapted to remove 
any legal difficulty in the wiy than pprassion 
seems to indicate that there may be some 
thing in the legal qnibble said to have been 
urged by Mr, Stenhouse. Lhe Mormou 
leader, it will be remembered, recently 
claimed that though th y might preven 
him from marrying more than ouce aud at 
different times, there was pothing to prevent 
him from marrying several wives at one time 
and by one beremony, 1t is well that My.

Cooking and Crime. 


Not long ago I heard a sensible business 
man who has a good income and a nice fam- 
ily make the startling confession that life was 
a burden to him, and that sometiines he was 
tempted to ‘make an end ofit.” It was be- 
fore the advent of la grippe, or one might 
have thought these pessimistic views were a 
herald or a souvenir of that spirit depressing 
malady, The man had no sign of disease ox- 
cept that his skin was sallow and bilious- 
looking.

is stalwart frame can stand her bad cook- 

ing—mine would have succuinbed in another 
month, or I would have gone to a lunatic 
asylum or to a prison, for I felt savage 
against all my race.” 

Mathing stirs up the lurking evil there is 
in a man like indigestion brought on by bad 
cookery. My experience has convinced me 
that two-thirds of the crime and misery of 
this world are due to bad cooking and the 
wrong sort of food. A thoroughly healthy, 
pure-blooded man is almost sure to be a good 
mao—his offspring will be good. Bad food 
makes bad Blood, aud jangled nerves, and 
these cause ill temper, crankiness, anil crime. 

Few of the wives and daughters of work- 
ingmen know how to cook a good digestible 
nourishing meal; and to this cause is duc 
their own ill-health and cross tempers, and 
the craying of the workivgmen of the honse- 
hold for beer and rum—their poorly nourish- 
ed stomachs feeling that ‘‘ goneness ” which 
they try to remedy by stimulants, In the 
country, where the air is pure and there are 
vegetables and fresh milk in plenty, one 
would expect to see clear sking and the vigor 
and cheerfulness that come from perfect 
health. ‘That these are rarely found is ow- 
ing to the cuisine of the country homes.—Vhe 
New York Fashion Bazar for March.

How much of Canada may be fitted by 
| climate for agriculture ix not yot known, but 
the actual results of attempts in the far nocth 
at growing cereala and garden plants show 
that cultivation ia possible over considerably 
more than half our territory, A consider: 
able community of farmers is found around 
Lake St. Jobn, and some of the cereals cer- 
tainly can be grown far to the north of that 
lake. At Moose Fort on James’ Bay toma- 
toes ripon in the garden and nearly all the 
cereals of our climate haye been grown. 
Further west, the northern limit of agricul 

ture reaches ch further to the north, and 
in the Mackenzie valley wheat and barley 
have been raised on the Arctic circle, The 
‘frozen wililerness,” therefore, is after all a 
comparatively circumscribed area, embracing 
probably not more than two-fifths of the Do: 

minion, 

Canada and the United States are about 
Saye in total area, and as the frozen region 
of the former is more than offset by the 
deserta and Arctic wilderness of the latter, 
the Dominion possesses a larger domain in 
which climatic influences permit of ogricul- 
ture. Nor is the advantage we possess in 
this respect destroyed by a comparison of 
of soil within the respective areas adapted 
by climate to agriculture. We have our 
Rocky Mountam ranges and Laurentian 
rocks, but the United States has also its bar- 
ren mountain regions near the Pacific and 
Atlantic. It has its Kentucky highlands, 
its southern marshes and Atlantic sand flats, 

Almost the entire cultivable o of the 
United States has now been sold, while Can- 
ada has its fertile prairies scarcely yet 
brought into the market. This difference 
will soon become apparent to the populations 
of Europe and the Eastern States, and we 
may in the future look for a rapid change in 
the direction of the stream of immigration, 
That change will tell in increasing ratio in 
favor of the Dominion, 


The Behring Sea Difficnity. 


A Washington despatch says Secretary 
Blaine and Sir Julian Pauucefote have reach 
ed an amicable agreement upon the Bebrin 
Sea fishery controversy and the question o! 
damages sustained by British vessels will be 
submitted to arbitration. The details of the 
agreement cannot be ascertained, but it is 
known that the Government of the United 
States will not under any circumstances per- 
mit foreigners to catch seals even in disputed 


iments to the License 
Act. 


In the Ontario Legislature the Provincial 
Secretary has.introduced a bill making some 
important amendments to the Licenne Act, 
The old Jaw was that a license should not be 
grantod for new promises if a majority of the 
electors of the anbdivision p titioned againat 
it. The new law. proviiles that a license 
shall not be granted for sew premises unless 
the clectors petition for it. That is to say, 
the work of getting up the petition ia shift 
ed from the opponents of the license to the 
advocates of the lice This rule applies 
not only to new premises, but to new li 
conses, #0 that license cannot be trans 
ferred to a new | se Without the petition 
of tho majority of the electors, Here are 
the words of the bill:— 

‘*In the case of an application for a tavern 
orshop license by a person who is not, at 
the time of making such application, « li 
censee under this Act, or as to premises 
which are not then licensed, the petition 
muat be accompanied by a certificate signed 
»y a majority of the electors entitled to vote 
at elections for the Legislative Assembly in 
the polling subdivision in which the prem 
ines sought to be licensed are situated, and 
the said majority must include at least on: 
third of the said electors who are at the time 
of such application residents within the said 
polling subdivision,” 

Another important provision is one which 
will place Ontario practically under a Local 
Option law. The history of this piece of 
legislation is somewhat interesting. It was 
in force at the date of Confederation as purt 
of the Consolidated Municipal Act, aud re- 
mained in force for some years. It was at 
length omitted in consolidating the Municipal 
and Liquor License Acts, upon the ground 
that similar provisions as to Local Opticn 
were contained in the Temperance Actof 1864. 
After this came the Scott Act. Now that 
the Scott Act has practically ceased to exist 
in Ontario, it is believed to be expedient to 
restora the old law. The provision is as 
follows: 

“The Council of every tqwnship city, 
town and incorporated village may pass 
by-laws for prohibiting the sale by tall of 
spirituous, fermented or other manufactured 
liquors, in any tavern, inn or other house or 
pes of public entertainment, and for pro- 

ibiting altogether the sale thereof in shops 
and places other than houses of public enter 
tainment; provided that the by-law, before 
the final pesing thereof, has been duly ap- 
proved of by the electors of the municipality 


. 


waters during the seasons when its own sub 
jects are probibited from catching them, and 
it is not believed that Mr. Blaine would 
yield the exclusive right to the fisheries in 
that portion of Behring Sea which is closed 
entirely by the territory of the United States 
When Alaska was purchased from Russia 
the houndary between the United States and 
the Russian. empire was fixed by an imag: 
inary line drawn from the ceutre of Behring 
Straits southwest to the furtbermost island 
in the Aleutiaa group, hut England and 
other European powers have never been 
formally notified that these waters are a close 
sea, Therefore British seal tishers had the 
nominal or moral liberty to enter these 
waters, as they have to enter all waters from 
which they have not been formally prohibit- 
ed. The United States revenue marines and 
naval vessels bad, therefore, no right to seize 
any vessels engaged in such fisheries, and 
this Government is hable to damages for the 
losses sustained by their owners. Hence the 
natural conclusion is that in his agreement 
with Sir Julian Pauncefote, Mr. Blaine con- 
cedes the seizure of the British vessels to 
have been unlawful, and that Sir Julian con- 
cedes the right of the United States to pro- 
inbit poaching upon its territury hereafter. 
In other words, the United States will pay 
whatever damages the poacbers have suf- 
fered in the past, where there was no sign 
up prohibiting poaching and England guar- 
antees that they shall not trepass again. It 
is not known who the arbitrators will be, 


The Panama Canal. 


A Chicago despatch says:— Messrs. Gei- 
main, Cousin and Lagout and Dr, Chalenett, 
French engineers, have arrived here from 
Panama en route to France, On their deci 
sion rests the question of whether or not the 
Panama Canal will ever be finished by 
French enterprise. Mr. Germain, who is 
called the President of the Commission, 
was reserved about talking of their report, 
** How can I tell one abont our opinion,” he 
explained, ‘when it interests all France? 
If I stated that we were to make a favorable 
report speculators would have all the shares 
of canal stock before we reached Fratice.” 
The young engineers were not so politic as 
their President... While they did uot state 
positively that the report would be unfavor- 
able, their declarations were equivalent to 
that. M. Lagout said: ‘* The Panama Can- 
al is but abad dream. So much money has 
been wasted that I do not believe the enter- 
prise will be ever revived.” Mr. Cousin 
said; ‘If the canal 1s finished I am to be 
engaged in the work, but I don't think I 
will ever see the Isthmusagain. The people 
have not the confidence to raise the vast 
amotnt of money required to finish the 
work.” 

A Paris paper publishes a despatch from 
its correspondent who accompanied the Pan- 
ama commision, He says experts have de 
cided that it is only possible to construct the 
canal with locks. Some engineers favor a 
plan of operation embodying two locks, which 
might possibly be completed in four years at 
a cost of £25,000,000 sterlng. The corres- 
pondent also states that seven tenths of the 
work yet'remains to be done, and that the 
canal is beginning to fill with sand. He 
thinks the commiasion is likely to advise the 
company that from six ‘o eight locks will be 
necessary. 


The largest sailing ship in the world is said 
to bo owned by France, and on account of 
thisdistinction in size is named the ‘*France”. 
The “France” is a vessel of five masts, on 
four of which square sail is carried. The 
vessel is 334 ft. long, with a beam ot 49 ft. 
She will carry no less than 6,000 tona of 
rgo. ‘The ship herself is built of steel, her 
ts und yards being also of the same ma 
terial,

In the second year from his 
leaving Ontario, he rented a farm of $20 acres 
within four miles of the C.P.R. and near 
Brandon. 

He concluded that in Manitoba land of the 
highest price was the cheapest in all cases, 
and that 1 man can, within two or three 
years, own land for which he has paid $10 or 
$15 anacre within from five to fifteen miles of 
arailway, whilc a man working a farm as far 
back as thirty miles from the line, will prac- 
tically be able to do nothing. He found that 
@ great many people in Manitoba made a 
mistake in buying, say, 320 acres of land and 
instead of making every foot constitute a re- 
turn, only working a little of it at first, and 
thus be paying interest on land which was 
yielding no profit, or otherwise have his 
money lying idle in the land. He worked on
